tonight to the scene of the nation’s 
greatest kidnaping inquiry, which 
moved toward a dramatic climax as 
‘the flier disenssed the case with Colo- 
nel H, Norman Schwarzkopf, New 
Jersey police superintendent, and re- 
tired for the night at the home of his 
wife's mother, 

Colonel Lindbergh was expected to 

appear tomorrow before the grand jury 
which today heard startling new evi- 
dence against Bruno Richard Kaupt- 
.mann, held in connection with the 
» Cane. 
The colonel, who landed at Tren- 
ton with Mrs. Lindbergh after a flight 
from the Pacifie coast, was a dinner 
guest in the home of Colonel ®chwartz- 
kopf, who told newspapermen they 
discussed the case briefly before the 
flier and his wife continued on to the 
home of Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow at 
Snglewood, N, J. 

Coincident with the approval of the 
Lindberghs, Governor A. Harry 
Moore, of New Jersey, declared his 
atate stood ready to try the suspect 
on charges of kidnaping and murder.

3 Policemen and 8 Non- 
Strikers To Be Served 
with Warrants.

Blame for the death of three of the 
seven pickets killed at Honea Path 
on September 6 was placed upon 11 
town policemen and non-strikers to- 
night by a coroner's jury.

BAD FAITH LAID 
T0 TEXTILE HEADS 


Union Accuses Operators 
of’ Betraying Roosevelt 
by Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(UP) 
Union leaders charged tonight that 
textile manufacturers had _ -defied 
President Roosevelt and were discrim- 
inating against workers who joined 
the nation-wide strike. 

Francis J. Gorman, vice president 
ot the United ‘Textile Workers, 
threatened to appeal directly to the 
chief executive in behalf of the. work- 
ers unless what he described as these 
“outrageous cases of discrimination” 
cease. 

He lashed out at the attitude of 
employers as “defiance of the admin- 
istration and the findings of — the 
board.” 

German, who yesterday cautioned 
the strikers to be patient and avoid 
disorders, was exceptionally bitter to- 
night as messages from the southern 
and New England mill centers brought 
new protests from workers whose jobs 
had been fillee by strike breakers. 

Won't Sit By. 

“We do not propose to sit idly 
by. while this shameful attack is 
being made,” Gorman warned the in- 
dustry. He aseerted the textile manu- 
facturers had received more benefits 
under the recovery act than members 
of any othr industry and “now they 
refuse to co-operate with the _ presi- 
dent.” 

“We are contemplating an appeal 
direct to the president unless these 
methods of oppression and discrimina- 
tion are stopped,” Gorman said. 

His attitude toward the situation 
changed overnight. Yesterday he dis- 
played no anxiety over reports that 
mill owners were refusing to take back 
strikers. He attributed the protests 
to impatience of the workers to re- 
turn to their joos and the eonfusion 
surrounding resumption of normal 
mill activities after three weeks of in- 
activity, 

Union Keeps Faith. 

Today, howtver. as complaints con- 
tinued to flood his desk, Gorman 
moved into action. He pointed out 
that the union Wad kept faith with 
President Poosevelt and had respond- 
ed to his appeal that the strike be 
called off. 

“The president also said. however, 
that the manufacturers should take 
the strikers back without discrimita- 
tion,” he snapped. “Apparently, they 
aren’t going to co-operate” § _

Reassures Business With 
Claim That Individual 
Initiative Will Remain. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—(/)— 
Directly seeking to reassure business 
spokesmen who had manifested. “ap- 
prehension;” Secretary Roper tonight 
asserted the New Deal would safe- 
guard individual initiative and that 
there need be no fear that all or most 
emergency recovery. steps “may be- 
come permanent.” 


In what was generally interpreted | 


as a reply to the request by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States that the administration clarify 
its position, Roper declared there was 
no thought of bringing about “com- 


plete abolition of ‘the old order’ of 
our economic and social system.” 
Steps Not Permanent. 

- Addressing the convention here of 
the National Exchange Club, he said: 

“Many steps must be taken during 
an emergency which become unneces- 
sary when equilibrium is fully re-es- 
tablished. 

“The fact that some reforms may 
be initiated along with emergency 
acts gives no grounds whatever for 
eoncluding that all or even a major 
part of the emergency acts may be- 
come permanent. 

“Constructive administrative expe- 
rience and future developments will 
indicate . what features should be 
made permanent and which are to be 
utili only until the emergency has 
passed,”

to the nation’s business leaders, atter 
‘ronsulting President Roosevelt, a mes- 
gage tiat the New Deal was whole- 

for preservation of the 

profit motive.” Hé did not specify 
tonight: what administration policies 
would. be changed or how. 

Held Important, 

Obviously, however, Roper’s gener- 
alized statements were considered 
significant by Roosevelt followers. It 
was emphasized that the secretary of 
commerce had given weeks to prepara- 
tion of his address. It was assumed, 
too, that Mr. Roosevelt knew of its 
contents. 

‘Let us make every effort,” Roper 
said, “to safeguard local and indi- 
vidual initiative by weaning depend- 
ent agencies as soon as possible from 
the nursing bottle of federal aid after 
the emergencies that bring the na- 
tional government into co-operative 
relief endeavors have passed. 

“One of the vital needs of this year 
is, therefore, to wean dependent units 
from their federal dependence where 
it is: possible for them to stand on 
their own feet.” 

The New Deal, he said, was de- 
signed in purpose and program “to re- 
establish balance and equilibrium in 
those segments of our economic and 
social system where, over a series of 
years, business initiative and effort 
have found it impossible to accom- 
plish reconstruction alone.” 

“Old Order” Not , 

“There are those who assert,” he 
added, “that the New Deal means the 
complete abolition of ‘the old order’ 
of our economic and social system. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. 

“New Deal leaders desire and the 
New Deal contemplates maintaining 
those institutions and methods which 
have proved to be sound, adequate 
and constructive in our progress thus 


far. 

“Tt would safeguard these institu- 
tions by eliminating those deterrent 
factors, evils and abuses which con- 
tributed predominantly to the eco- 
nomic collapse from which we have 
all suffered so severely.”

ROOSEVELT SILENT 
ON REVISED SETUP 


Johnson Believed Com- 
pletely “Out” and Is Not 
Expected To Have Place 
on New Board. 


HYDE PARK, Sept. 25.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt today accepted 
the resignation of General Hugh 8. 
Johnson as nationa! recovery admin- 
istrator, effective October 15. 

Johnson's letter of resignation, the 
second one he has submitted to Mr. 
Roosevelt, was dated from New York 
city yesterday. : 

The fiery cavalry leader who be- 
Came virtually the czar of American 
industry during the past 14 months, 
explained that “we are ih agreement 
upon the general form of reorganiza- 
tron and I do hope that you will now 
also see eye to eye with me on the 
subject of resigning from a job which 
as reorganizea seems altogether 
superflous.” 

Break Denied. 

It was insisted at the summer 
White House as President Roosevelt 
prepared to board a train for Wash- 
ingtof that the resignation of John- 
son-did not mean a “break” between 
the two men, and that the letters 
were self-explanatory. ' 
___ Abethe sametime, however, there 
“were definite indications that..John- 
son’ was divorced completely from re- 
covery activities and as such would 
not a mem of the projected 
NRA policy-making board.

BROODER MANAGEMENT 
IS FORESEEN FOR NRA 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(4)— 
The Blue Eagle tonight lost Hugh 8. 
Johnson—fiery blunt-spoken adminis- 
trator who for more than a year has 
struck sparks from America’s indus- 
trial structure. 

In place of the one-man bossdom 
of its organizer, NRA awaited board 
control. Resulting will be a broader 
management, but one lacking the dy- 
namic personality of the former mili- 
tary man who since inception of the 
law has seemed to many to personify 
the industrial recovery drive. 

The headquarters he has dominat- 
ed so completely were dull and drab 
in his absence. But several thou- 
sand employes were busy on the ev- 
eryday routine tasks of administering 
the more than 500 industrial codes of 
fair competition. 

These codes stood as a monument 
to the vigor and energy of a 52-year- 
old retired army general. It was an 
unheard-of job—casting American 
business into this code structure— 
and Johnson did it in little more than 
a year.

Just what President Roosevelt will 
do with NRA now was unknown in 
detail, This task will be a major one 
before him when he returns to the 
capital tomorrow. He has indicated 
a three-way split of its functions— 
legislative, executive and judicial.

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Troopers Bring Prisoners 
To Atlanta; 122 Georgia 
Mills Operating. 


Fourteen persons were arrested 
Tuesday by the national guard in 
Shannon and brought to Atlanta 
Tuesday night in connection with dis- 


orders at the cotton mill where com- 
panies of militia have been stationed 
since the end of the general textile 
strike. The arrests came as officials 
announced that 122 of Georgia’s 157 
cotton mills were again in operation 
Tuesday. 

The 14 prisoners were brought here 
by militiamen late Tuesday night to 
the city armory under strictest secrecy 
and officers at the military depart- 
ment would not give out any infor- 
mation concerning their arrests. Con- 
siderable feeling has been evidenced 
between union and non-union work- 
ers at Shannon. Tuesday strike lead- 
ers protested that many union mem- 
bers were being discriminated against 
in the re-employment of workers since 
the textile strike was called off. 

Reports at the miiltary headquar- 
ters here were that the 14 persons 
had threatened the national guards- 
men in Shannon. On receiving the 
threats, officers of the guard there 
quietly traced them down and round- 
ed up the men, bringing them to At- 
lanta. There were no disturbances 
in connection with the arrests, it was 
said at the headquarters. 

The Cotton Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of Georgia said it had learned 
122 mills were operating, 25 were not 
reported and 10 were closed. The 157 
total does not include hosiery or 
underwear manufacturers. 

An independent survey indicated 
approximately 48,000 employes had 
returned to work, with 13,000 idle. 

With two exceptions all mills in 
the Atlanta area were operating Tues- 
day. Carl Milner, president of the 
Gate City Mills at Egan, just beyond 
East Point, said they will reopen 
the mill at 8 o’clock this morning. 

The Scottdale mills, in DeKalb 
county, did not run Tuesday and it 
was reported there that no plans 
have yet been made for reopening. 

The Exposition Mills r ned 
Tuesday and ran two shifts h a 
full force of workers. The Martell 
Mills in Egan also operated a full 
force for two shifts, as did the Egan 
Mills at Egan and the Fulton Bag 
and Cotton Mills, 

The Whittier Mills at Chatta- 
hoochee operated one shift only but 
had a fujl force on hand, while the 
Piedmont Mills at Egan also confined 
their activities to one shift. 

The Atlanta Woolen Mills and the 
Southern Manufacturing Company 
continued operations the same as on 
go gy 

In Macon —_ J. Gay, union 
organizer, said mill owners were “‘dis- 
criminating” against union men who, 
although going back to work after 
the strike was called off “in good 
faith,” had been turned away from 


_the mills. 


“The public should demand that the 
strikers be taken back by the mills,” 
Gay said, adding that if the “workers 
have got to be out they might as well 
be on strike.” 

lL. James Johnson, organizer at 
Augusta, also charged union men had 
been discriminated against and said 
they might as well be on an official 
strike.* 

At Columbus E. B. Newberry, sec- 
retary of the union, charged “whole- 
sale discrimination” against his men 
and said he had reported 971 such 
cases to national headquarters of the 
Jnited Textile Workers. ‘Textile 
workers here will favor a second strike 
eall if conditions cannot be straight- 
ened out,” he said. 

Meanwhile five companies of na- 
tional guardsmen made up of between 
300 and 400 men, remained on duty 
at mills in the state. Approximately 
1,800 guardsmen have been demobil- 
ized in the last few days. 

Three companies of troops remained 
on duty at the Southern Brighton 
mill at Shannon, where yesterday 
Colonel I. C. Pope, of the 121st 
infantry, told a group of 400 persons 
walking in front of the mill that they 
were using a mild form of intimida- 
tion and ordered them to go to their 
homes. Company E, of Brunswick, 
which also had been stationed at 
Shannon, left for its home station 
today to be demobilized. 

Approximately 250 workers were re- 
ported to have entered the Shannon 
mill on the single shift there today. 
Some 850 normally work on the three 
shifts, 

One other company remained of

100,000 Workers Over 
Nation To Benefit Un- 
der New Pay Scales. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—(#)—More 
‘than 100,000*packing plant workers 
awaited pay rises today that will 
boost many of their weekly wages 
above the 1929 level. 

Four major packing companies; and 
two smaller ones, announced wage in- 
creases of 8 per cent, effective Oc- 
tober 1, @&dding millions annually to 
the pay rolls of the packing industry. 

The companies which announced in- 
creases were: 

Swift & Co.—Annual increase of 
$5,000,000 in pay rolls affecting 40,- 
000 employes in Chicago and outlying 
| plants, an increase of 8 per cent in 
wages of hourly paid employes. 

Armour & Co.—Eight per cent 
raises for 30,000 employes in plants 
all over the country. Total annual 
increase not yet determined. 

Wilson & Co—Between 11,00 
and 12,000 employes affected by in- 
creases of 3 1-2 cents an hour for un- 
skilled labor; skilled and semi-skilled 
to receive an 8 per cent raise. 

Cudahy Packing Co.—~An 8 percent 
increase, which; the company said, 
brings the packers’ scale equal to or 
above practically all other industrial 
scales. 

George A. Hormel & Co., Austin, 
Minn,—Eight per cent increase. 

John Morrell & Co., Topeka, Kan.— 
Eight per cent increase.

Because the sun rises earlier 
during these months the change 
does not mean that there is less 
daylight in the early hours of the 
day than there is during the winter 
months. All that the .change does 
is to place the added daylight hours 
of summer at the end of the day, 
instead of during the period when 
most people are still asleep. 

Atlanta's climate makes the late 
afternoon one of the most at- 
tractive periods of the day. Day- 
light saving time means that every 
worker in the city will be given 
after work hours a full hour more 
to participate in outdoor entertain- 
ment and health-giving exercise 
during this delightful time of the 
day. To those who do not work 
it will bring the pleasure of asso- 
ciation in such activities with those 
released, while the sun is still com- 
paratively high, from desk, counter 
and work bench. 

The change will not entail any 
extension of working hours. Of- 
fices and stores will continue ‘to 
close at the same hours at. which

UNCLE RAY'S CORNER 


INDIAN PAINT AND FEATHERS. 
I have never seen a really red In- 
dian. So far as I know, no other 


person has seen one; but many In- 
dians have painted their skins red, 
and even after the paint is washed 
off, it may leave a reddish shade. 


A Commanche dancing. 


Brown and yellowish-brown are the 
usual colors of the Indians’ skins. 
Some are dark enough to look like 
the copper of a_ well-worn penny. 
Others are so light that their skins 
may be called yellow, like the Chi- 
nese yellow, or olive, almost like 
ivcekinnad Spaniards. These dif- 
ferences in coloring were noted by 
early white explorers before there was 
time for mixing of the races through 
marriages between whites and In- 
dians. 

Painting the skin was common all 
over South America, as well as in 
every part of North America except 
among the Eskimos. Some warriors 
painted their arms, shoulders and 
chests; but it was more usual to 
paint only the face. Red was the 
favorite coloring, but yellow, orange, 
blue, green, purple, black and white 
were used, Sodtose who lived near 
places where they could obtain iron 
ores and copper ores were able to use 


more colors than the others. When 
crushed into — and mixed with 
fat of animals, the ores made 

paints. a 

Crushed limestone gave white paint. 
Powdered coal, cha and soot 
were used for black. Colored clay, 
the juice of berries, the bark of trees 
and the roots of plants were likewise 
employed. 

Strips for baskets, arrows, spears, 
shields and robes were dyed or paint- 
ed. Some of the squaws parted their 
hair in. the middle, and placed red 
coloring along the “part line.” ‘This 
may be a tip for ladies of the present 
who have gone to so much trouble to 
redden their finer? naile—they might 
start a new fad! 

The olden Indians were almost as 
fond of feathers as they were of 
paint. They took feathers from 
eagles, wild turkeys, ravens, ducks, 
crows, larks, hawks, blackbirds, jays 
and orioles. These were used in 
making garments, robes and fans, for 
decorating baskets and for other pur- 


poses. : ; 

Among tribes of the plains, chiefs 
and other important men were in the 
custom of wearing war bonnets com- 
posed of a circle of feathers for the 
crown of the head, and a trail of 
feathers hanging down behind. In 


jsome cases each feather in a bonnet 


stood for a bold or important deed 
by the one who wore it. 

In other tribes a warrior or chief 
might wear only one or two feathers 
in his hair; and in still other tribes, 
no feathers adorned the head. 

Indians of Virginia kept turkeys 
captive, in order to use their feath- 
ers when need arose. Captain John 
Smith tells of turkey-feather robes 
which he saw natives wearing while 
he was making his home at James- 
town.

Great Britain, U. S. and 


Japan Delegates To! : 


Gather in London. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(UP) 
Naval disarmament conversations be- 
tween Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States upon which depend the 
fate of the 1935 naval parley and the 
balance of seapower, are expected to 
open in London about October 20, it 
was learned tonight. 

Japanese and American delegations 
of naval experts are due to reach Lon- 
don shortly before the 20th, it was 
said in informed quarters. The con- 
versations presumably will start at 
once, 

United States Ambassador-at-Large 
Norman W. Davis, the nation’s out- 
standing’ disarmament spokesman, i8 
due here before the end of the week 
for final consultation with President 
Roosevelt, state and navy department 
officials. 

He expects to sail for London ei- 
ther October 3 or 9, but most likely 
the second date. A groyp of five or 
six political dnd naval arms experts 
will join him in London, some going 
from here, others being loaned from 
the London or near-by embassies. Am- 
bassador Robert W. Bingham at Lon- 
don will collaborate with Davis. 

A Japanese delegation headed by 
Admiral Isoroku Yamamoto will pass 
through the United States during the 
week of October 4 en route to Lon- 
don. Jt will sail from New York 
probably without any of its members 
visiting Washington, it is said here. 

Prospects of the simultaneous meet- 
ing of representatives from the three 
| Sea powers impressed authorities here 
| today with the possibility that the 
gathering would turn out to be vast- 
y more important than originally in- 
tended. 

A substantial section of official and 
informed public opiniow here foresaw 
the possibility that it would in fact 
be the only conference held and there- 
fore supplant the expected 1935 con- 
ference. 

This view was based on indications 
of great disagreement among the pow- 
ers on a conference program. 

The Japanese are _ reported 
proaching the conversations with an 
extensive plan for revision of naval 
control which if not accepted as a 
basis for discussion, probably would 
cause Japan's virtual withdrawal from 
further exchanges and perhaps abro- 
gation of the Washington naval 
treaty.

The owner came dashing over and saw that the young Ital- 
ian driver was crawling out unhurt. He looked into the dash- 
board and saw the speedometer. 

“Saaaaaayy,” he yelled, “Ralph de Palma was driving this 
car 130 miles an hour.”’ ar 

And he clamped his hat firmly on his head and raced for a 
mewspaper office to advertise the fact that his make car. had. 
achieved the unheard of speed of 130 miles an hour. 

Yesterday I rode around with Ralph de Palma—51 
years of age with the look of a well-conditioned man of 
40—and we talked of his career—the greatest career in 
the race game. 

The car he smacked against the wall in 1908 wasn’t going 
130 miles an hour. It couldn’t go that fast. But if it-hadn’t 
wrecked he might never have got his start in the game. 

“They were the old-type speedometers,”’ he said, 
“‘and there were two hands on it. The one designated 
the maximum speed and stayed at that mark unless 
pushed ahead. The car wouldn’t make more than 66 
miles an hour and that was pretty fast in those days. 
“When I banged into the wall the speedometer needle reg- 

istering the maximum speed was shoved up from 66 to 130. 
And when the owner peered in he saw that figure. 

“I guess it is just Italian luck,” he said, “I’ve always 
been lucky. But that fast speedometer got me my start. 
That was in 1908. I raced last October at Danbury, 
Conn. I think perhaps I’m through. But I’m not quite 
sure. I guess, though, I’ll quit even though I still have 
my racing cars.”’ 

Ralph de Palma, born in Troia, Haly, in the province of

Foggia, in December, 51 years ago, holds more records than 
anyone else and has raced for more yeats—26 consecutive 
years of competition. 


LUCK COMES FIRST. 
In 26 years of the roaring roads, dirt tracks and wood, and 
14 years at Indianapolis on the big brick oval, De Palma has 
comneted in 2,889 races. 
He won 2,550 of them and was second in manv more. 

In all those years of driving he has had six crack- 
ups—three of them on the tracks and three of them 
while touring. 

“What is the first requisite of race driving? ’”’ I asked. 

“Luck,” he said without hesitation, “just plain luck. The 
car comes second. And the skill at driving. I’ve tried them 
all—racing without any luck and racing without good cars. And 
ft can’t be done. Tuck is first. Then the car. 

“I’ve always had that good old wop luck.” he said. 
“I’m lucky because I’m here. I know that.”
